Living Problems 


Educators, medicine, psychia- 
try, Big Business, and Big Labor 
recently have concluded conven- 
tions in which the problem of 
“living’’ occupied them most. 

The problem of the aging— 
who do not know how to read 
books, to entertain themselves 
by conversation, and who seem- 
ingly can do nothing more save 
sit and wait for the years to 
pass, occupy that field of medi- 
cine called ‘‘Geriatrics.”’ 

The young, who are held only 
by TV, and who cannot, or will 
not study, read or learn, are yet 
another problem. The lack of 
home discipline, and the steady 
disappearance of what used to 
be called ‘‘home’’ 
pressure of industrialization and 
jobs for mother and father, is 
a part of that study.

Why would five young men en- 
danger their lives for the sake 
of evangelizing 1,000 Indians in a 
jungle wilderness? Was it the zest 
for adventure or the thrill of at- 
tempting what others had failed 
to accomplish? Such motives in- 
spire mountain climbers. 

But these men were no adven- 
turers. They were missionaries 
and upon their hearts was laid the 
commission of Christ to go into 
the world and make all men dis- 
ciples. While any group of people 
remain beyond the fold of Christian 


love, then Christians cannot be 
aatisfied. These men hoped that 
they might, through (God's help, 


take the gospel to tribesmen who 
were without the“gospel of eternal 
salvation.

Linda Vineyard, a wise camp- 
er of many summers, put up a 
mosquito net over her bed. Mrs 
Doris Aymar is the group’s uni! 


leader. Her camp nickname is 
“Robin."" And Miss Marilen 
‘‘Jay’’ Watkins is her assistant. 


A talkative, happy, comfort- 
able bunch, the CITs said their 
first chore each morning is 
“cleaning up the breakfast 
mess.’’ They cook two meals 
a day in their oudtoor kitch- 
en—a wood fire over which 
some tasty meals are prepared 
Right now they are building a 
table out of sticks. Ingeniously 
designed, cross sticks are 
lashed with twine to the frame- 
work; space is left to set in a 
dishpan, and girls stand on 
either side, washing and drying 
dishes. 


ATTEND LECTURES 


They eat their evening neal 
in the regular dining hall with 
all the campers. Afterwards 
they attend lectures on camper- 
ship, leadership and scouting. 
They renew their old sporting 
skills and take the Red Cross 
senior lifesaving course. They 
also rotate through the camp- 
ers’ units to observe unit leader- 
ship first hand. 

Nine girls come from the At- 
lanta area. One each is from 
North Carolina, Sguth Carolina 
and Alabama. These girls are 
datable, but camp rules do not 
allow visitors. 

However, the CITs have a s0- 
lution: When the first session 
for the regular campers ends 
a week from now, the girls are 
going into town for the week- 
end. They've invited home the 
out-of-staters.
